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Market  Summary 


UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  November 
1980  totaled  59.1  million  pounds.   Deliveries 
were  down  2. A  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  U.l   million  pounds  below  the  same 
month  of  the  previous  year. 

During  November,  53.4  million  pounds  of 
producer  milk  was  classified  as  Class  1  — 
down  4.0  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  down  7.8  million  pounds  from  Novem- 
ber 1979.   The  percentage  of  producer  milk  in 
Class  1  was  90.26%  in  November  compared  to 
93.22%  the  previous  month  and  95.86%  a  year 
ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
November  was  $14.72  per  cwt.  —  up  15  cents 
from  October  1980  and  63  cents  above  November 
19  79. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  49.7  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  November  1980.   Producer 
milk  deliveries  were  up  2.1  million  pounds 
from  October  and  were  up  6.0  million  pounds 
from  November  1979. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform 
price  to  producers  totaled  44.9  million  pounds. 
Class  I  producer  milk  totaled  43.5  million 
pounds  in  October  and  41.0  million  pounds  dur- 
ing November  a  year  ago.   Class  I  milk  was 
90.28%  of  the  total  producer  milk  during  Novem- 
ber 1980  compared  to  (Continued  on  page  6)

PRICES  TO  CONTINUE  UP  IN  1981 

During  the  6-month  period  ending  in  Sep- 
tember, manufacturing  grade  milk  prices  failed 
to  reach  the  $12.36  support  level  (at  3.67 
percent  fat;  $12.07  at  3.5  percent  fat)  estab- 
lished April  1,  1980.   After  adjusting  for  fat 
content,  manufacturing  grade  prices  averaged 
about  41  cents  under  the  support  level,  with 
September's  price  still  11  cents  below  support. 
This  shortfall  for  support  can  be  attributed 
to  reduced  competition  among  manufacturers 
because  of  the  large  supplies  of  milk  and 
slackened  demand  for  dairy  products  that  have 
characterized  1980.   In  addition,  the  over- 
supply  situation  slackened  the  pace  of  in- 
creases in  the  price  received  by  farmers  for 
all  milk. 

Milk  production  is  now  seasonally  declin- 
ing but  supplies  of  milk  for  all  uses  will 
more  than  likely  be  plentiful  in  coming  months. 
Thus,  although  commercial  stocks  of  butter  and 
American  cheese  are  below  year-earlier  levels, 
manufacturers  of  these  two  primary  dairy  prod- 
ucts may  be  able  to  meet  trade  needs  with 
their  fall  production  because  of  an  expected 
large  supply  of  milk.   However,  a  strong  in- 
crease in  commercial  use,  or  a  slowdown  in 
butter  and  cheese  production  could  result  in 
tight  commercial  stocks,  which  would  strengthen 
prices.   On  balance,  it  appears  likely  that 
manufacturing  grade  milk  prices  for  the  coming 
months  will  average  closer  to  support  than 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1980. 

Under  the  Agriculture  Act  of  1949,  as 
amended,  the  support  price  of  manufacturing 
grade  milk  for  the  marketing  year  that  began 
October  1  was  set  (Continued  on  page  7)

November  of  last  year. 

The  uniform  price  per  cwt.  for 
November  milk  was  $14.80,  an  increase 
of  17  cents  from  the  previous  month 
and  62  cents  above  November  of  last 
year. 

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  61.1  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  November  1980. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month,  re- 
ceipts of  producer  milk  were  up  2.2 
million  pounds  and  0.2  million  pounds 
above  November  1979. 

In  the  November  equalization 
pool,  56.4  million  pounds  of  milk  was 
classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I  pro- 
ducer milk  was  up  1.6  million  pounds 
from  last  month,  and  was  2.2  million 
pounds  below  November  1979.   Class  1 
milk  was  92.38%  of  the  total  during 
November  compared  to  93.15%  during 
November  of  the  previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  November  milk 
was  S15.04  per  cwt.   The  uniform 
price  was  up  19  cents  from  October 
and  was  66  cents  above  November  1979. 

PRODUCER  SUmARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  435  producers  delivered  169.9 
million  pounds  of  milk  to  pool  plants. 
This  compared  to  445  producers  and 
168.1  million  pounds  during  the  pre- 
vious month  and  439  producers  and 
168.4  million  pounds  during  November 
1979.   Producer  milk  deliveries  in 
November  were  up  1.1%  from  October 
and  were  0.9%  above  November  of  last 
year. 

The  average  milk  delivery  per 
producer  was  12,918  pounds  per  day 
for  all  producers  delivering  to 
plants  under  Federal  Orders  6,  12, 
and  13.  The  average  daily  delivery 
per  producer  was  9,816  pounds  under 
Order  No.  6,  9,828  pounds  under 
Order  No.  12,  and  29,500  pounds  under 
Order  No.  13. 


Farm  Costs  and  Prices* 

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  UP  5  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  2  POINTS 


The  November  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  increased 
5  points  (1.9  percent)  to  265  percent  of  its  January-December  1967 
average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Contributing  most 
to  the  increase  since  October  were  higher  prices  for  soybeans,  corn, 
eggs,  milk,  lettuce  and  wheat.   Lower  prices  for  cattle,  hogs,  grape- 
fruit, broilers,  tomatoes  and  apples  were  partially  offsetting.   The 
Index  was  27  points  (11  percent)  above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and  Services, 
Interest,  Taxes  and  Wage  Rates  for  November  15  was  290,  up  2  points 
(.7  percent)  from  mid-October.   Higher  prices  for  feed,  fuels  and 
energy,  and  family  living  items  were  the  major  contributors  to  the 
Index  rise.   Lower  prices  for  replacement  cattle  and  calves  moderated 
the  increase.   The  Index  was  32  points  (12  percent)  above  a  year 
earlier. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of  Prices 
Paid,  Including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  91  for  the 
month  of  November  1980.   The  ratio  was  up  1  point  from  the  previous 
month  and  down  1  point  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

at    the  minimum   required    level   of    80    percent    of 
parity  —   $12.80  per   100   pounds  of   milk  con- 
taining  3.5   percent    fat.       In   addition,    a   pro- 
vision  of    tlie  current    amendment    requires    that 
a  mid-marketing  year  adjustment   be   made    in 
the  support    price.      Thus,    the   $12.80  will    be 
adjusted   on  April    1    to   reflect    the   reported 
change   in   the    index  of   prices   paid   by   all 
farmers    from  mid-September   1980  to  mid-March 
1981. 

FEED  PRICES  TO  BE  HIGHER 

The  swift  runup  in  feed  ingredient  prices 
this  summer  has  been  reflected  in  higher  dairy 
feed  prices.   Late  October  prices  for  No.  2, 
yellow  com  at  Chicago  were  quoted  at  about 
$3.50  per  bushel,  up  about  $1  from  last  year 
and  75  cents  from  mid-June.   This  strength  in 
feed  prices  has  been  due  to  strong  domestic 
use,  high  export  levels  during  the  just- 
completed  1979/80  crop  year,  and  expectations 
of  a  sharp  drop  in  production  this  year.   As 
of  October  1,  this  year's  com  crop  for  grain 
was  forecast  at  6.47  billion  bushels,  down  17 
percent  from  the  record  harvest  of  1979.   This 
lower  level  of  production,,  combined  with  a 
continued  high  level  of  domestic  use  and  higher 
exports  during  1980/81,  implies  that  carryover 
stocks  on  October  1,  1981  may  be  the  smallest 
in  4  years.   As  a  result,  com  prices  will  re- 
main strong  through  1980/81. 

As  for  soybean  meal,  prices  at  Decatur 
(44-percent  protein)  were  reported  at  about 
$260  per  ton  in  late  October,  up  $90  from  a 
year  ago  and  $100  from  mid-June.   The  strong 
meal  prices  have  been  due  to  relatively  heavy 
meal  demand  for  livestock  feeding,  and  a  de-  " 
crease  in  soybean  crushings  this  summer.   With 
soybean  production  forecast  at  1.76  billion 
bushels  —  down  23  percent  from  last  year's 
record  crop  —  the  price  of  soybean  meal  will 
likely  remain  near  present  levels  and  is  ex- 
pected to  average  considerably  higher  during 
1980/81.   Because  of  the  anticipated  higher 
feed  ingredient  prices,  dairy  concentrate 
ration  costs  can  also  be  expected  to  be  con- 
siderably above  year-earlier  levels  during 
1981. 

With  respect  to  roughage,  production  of 
all  hay  was  reported  on  October  1  to  be  down 
13  percent  from  last  year  (alfalfa  hay  down 
11  percent).   Meanwhile,  nationwide  pasture 
and  range  conditions  on  October  1  were  termed 
to  be  very  poor  and  only  very  slightly  im- 
proved from  the  August  and  September  ratings.
